When | get phone calls from people 
complaining about something, | get in- 
terested and start sniffing around until 
| find out what I need to know. (I guess 
we all knew that, didn’t we?) 

| have received several complaints 
about an apartment complex — Key 
Manor, by name — located on Wayne 
Road between Wick and I-94. These 
complaints range from door buzzers 
that don’t work to knee-high grass (and 
the summer is just beginning!). 

One day last week, | called Dave 
Paul at the City’s Building Department 
and told him of the complaints | was 
receiving, and he said he would look 
into the problem. This week, when | 
called again, Mr. Paul was out of the 
office, so | talked with one of the in- 
spectors. He assured me that he would 
look into the matters we discussed. 

Today (May 22), | went to the com- 
plex myself to take a look around and 
get some pictures of what | found. | also 
talked to some of the residents of the 
complex, and they repeated what | had 
already heard: there is, basically, no 
maintenance done on these buildings. 
In fact, one resident told me that, if | 
had been there just one week ago, he 
could have lain down in the grass and 


| would not have been able to find him. 
As it was, the grass was growing so 
high next to one building that, in an- 
other week or two, you won’t be able 
to see the gas meters. 

Every resident | talked to told me 
that their outside security doors (the 
ones that have buzzers allowing resi- 
dents to admit guests) don’t work. There 
were also complaints that the painting 
is not being kept up and that “junk” cars 
are being parked in the lots. (I checked 
into these allegations for myself, and 
found them to be true.) 

| called the apartment manager and 
asked her about the problems. She in- 
formed me that the owner was aware 
of the complaints, but that she did not 
know when the problems would be taken 
care of. That is almost exactly what the 
Building Department was told. 

Dave Paul said that he was going 
to get in touch with the owner and see 
about getting things done at Key Manor. 
It is evident that either he (Paul) has not 
been able to contact the owner yet or 
else the owner has ignored his requests 
for action on this matter. 

Key Manor used to be a respecta- 
ble-looking apartment complex, but 
now it is looking more and more like 
the beginnings of a ghetto or slum area. 


It is hard to understand why the 
Ordinance Department has let this type 
of neglect continue at this complex. 
The same day that | went to Key Manor 
| drove through Morgan Manor, and 
found it a place of luxury in comparison.

At Key Manor, the air conditioning 
doesn’t work in many apartments, some 
of the keys to outside doors don’t work, 
some back entrances don’t close com- 
pletely, the drywall in some apartments 
is rotted away, other drywall has been 
badly patched... and yet the rent over 
there is $390 per month, with a security 
deposit of $400 required to move in.

The pro- 
gram is to be held on the campus of 
Central Michigan University in Mt. Pleas- 
ant from June 15 to June 23. 

Attending will be 546 girls represent- 
ing the very best of Michigan youth. 

Local students receiving scholarships 
valued at $200 are Marci' Tomchick, 
daughter of Mark and Linda Tomchick 
(sponsored by the Romulus Progressive 
Club); Amanda Kesner, daughter of 
Howard and Alice Kesner (sponsored by 
the Romulus Rotary Club); and Tearza 
Denise Johnson, daughter of Judy Phillips 
(sponsored by Kiwanis Club of Romulus). 

Allthree girls are completing the elev- 
enth grade at Romulus High School. Thus, 
they will be returning as seniors to share 
their many experiences with their class- 
mates next year. 

The 1991 Girls' State Program is de- 
signed as a practical experience in the 
problems of self-government as operated 
within the State of Michigan. The purpose 
of the programis to emphasize the impor- 
tance of government in modern life; to 
stimulate a deep and lasting interest in 
government; and to enlarge the students’ 
understanding of the governmental pro- 
cess. . 

The basic method of Girls' State, by 
which these goals may be achieved, is 
that of actual participation in the political 
and governmental process. Care hasbeen 
taken to design the Girls' State Program 
so that every student may participate in 
the electoral process; have an opportu- 
nity to hold public office; and be encour- 
aged to share in the formulation of public 
policy. Since no one person can serve in 
all offices of government, it is expected 
that a great deal will be learned by obser- 
vation of the activities of others. Itis hoped 
that each citizen willleave Girls' State with 
a mature appreciation of some of the 
basic strengths and weaknesses of the 





American system of government. It is 
hoped, further, that they will leave with a 
firm resolution to make government a 
more effective and responsible servant of 
the people. 

To be eligible to participate, a candi- 
date must be acitizen of the United States; 
able to attend the full nine-day session; be 
completing her junior year of high school; 
and be a Michigan resident attending a 
Michigan high school. 

Selectionis based on each girl's inter- 
est, character, and potential abilities. Also 
considered are teacher recommendations 
and academic record. 

Upon their arrival at Girls' State, each 
girlis assigned to a mythical political party 
and to a county and city. There are seven 
counties, each composed of three cities. 

The citizens nominate and elect vari- 
ous city, county, and state officials. They 
are instructed in the duties of the various 
public offices, and they learn the function- 
ing of each office and its powers and 
limitations, including the State Supreme 
Court, the Legislature, and other divisions 
of government. 

The Press Association and lobbyist 
and interest groups are also popular ac- 
tivities in a typical Girls' State. 

Two girls will be selected from 
Michigan's Girls' State to attend Girls’ 
Nation, held in Washington, D.C. 

Girls' Nation, a citizenship program in 
the processes of Federal Government, to 
which Girls' State sends two "Senators" 
each, is an annual climax to the Girls’ 
State Program and has been held in the 
Nation's capital for one week each sum- 
mer since 1947.
